CHAPTER 337.

AN ACT to amend 40.50 (2) (a) of the statutes, relating to city school systems in eities
of the fourth class.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

40.50 (2) (a) of the statutes is amended to read:

40.50 (2) (a) Any fourth class city whose territory now or any time hereafter, con-
stitutes all or part of one school district and which has at least eighty per cent of the
entire population of such school district may proceed under section 40.52 or 66.91 to
adopt or abandon the plan of school administration provided by seetions 40.50 to 40.60,
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or may operate or continue to operate under the common school distriet plan. No action
taken by the school board of any such city nor any aet of such school distriet in the
levying of taxes, borrowing money, issuance of bonds, execution of contracts or other
corporate acts shall be invalidated by failure to comply with seetions 40.50 to 40.60.
